T he Lyme Art Association has a long standing tradition of hosting events in 
addition to its traditional artist openings. In the 1920s, the association held 
its first Frolic, in which artist members decorated the galleries in accordance 
with the Frolic s theme, such as underwater sea life, nautical adventures, and 
Caribbean costume parties. 

Since the days of the Frolic, the LAAs repertoire of special events has expanded 
to include gallery rentals for wedding receptions, corporate meetings, outside 
artist exhibitions, fundraising events, cocktail parties and birthday celebrations. 

The Lyme Art Associations galleries include 4 beautiful sky-lit rooms, two of 
which are coupled and can easily serve as a banquet area, dance floor, or auction 
space for an array of events. With its open floor plan and ample gallery space, 
the Association can be configured in many ways to accommodate up to 175 
seated and 200 standing guests. In addition to the natural lighting, newly painted 
walls and open space, the LAAs artwork which adorns its walls, makes for an 
exceptional backdrop to any event. 

In the most recent LAA rental, Joe Marini of River (Essex, CT) designed the 
layout, flowers and seating for a fabulous birthday party celebration. In three of 
the four galleries, he created a dreamy atmosphere, complete with blossoming 
quince trees, a dance floor, a cocktail lounge and a beautifully decorated dining 
room. Despite a windy, rainy evening, all 80 guests turned out for the party and 
enjoyed a memorable affair. 

In late April, the Junior Womens Club of Lyme/Old Lyme will be renting the 
galleries for a more traditional event — their annual Expressions Art Show and 
Benefit Sale, which raises funds for the many civic projects and scholarships that 
their organization sponsors.
